Eſtates of conſequence fell to him; beſides many 
more afterwards upon ſeveral Oecaſions.

rightly conſider d, ſueh Forfeitures never contribute 
much towards the enriching of a King, eſpecially 


one- under his/Circumſtances, who had very many 


to reward for their faithful Service in aſſiſting to re- 
cover his Right.

Others 
there were who rais'd Horſe ànd Foot; and ad- 
vane d Money for the Service; but neither are all 
known, nor the Value they contributed; and it

The Queen's pawning her Jewels to ſupply 
her royal Confort, and other Sums which came 
not from the People, do not ſo particularly relate 
to the Subjects, as to require to be here mention d-.
